1Q Tkia invention comprises certain 
improvements in or relating to saddles 
for cycles and the lite. 

At tLe present time it is thenaual 
custom to secure the saddle to a vertically 
16 adjustable pillar, mounted on. the cycle 
frame, by means of a olip device whack 
engages tke frame of the saddle and is 
SS»ned to the pillar. This arrange- 
ment, therefore, involves the use of three 
20 sepaiaite component parte, viz- , *ae 
saddle, the clip device, and the P™- 

Uhe' present invention has for its 
ob-ject to reduce to » mimm the 
number of component parts, thus simpli- 
26 fvins the construction and effecting a 
' savmf in .the cost of the cycle, as well as 
reducing ita veigiit. . 

AccoSiog to the present invention 
the frame of the saddle kas a pillar or 
30 supporting member formed in-te^al 
tk^witlC or rigidly fixed thereto Qius 
obviating the need for a clip and a 

Se *According to - a convenient emtodi- 
35 men*, tke invention is appbed to asaddte 
for a juvenile cycle or tocyclewih^em 
tke need for a konaontal adjustment at 
the saddle is not particularly necessary 
oTdonaUe. Tke saddle top may he of 
40 tke type formed of rubber reinforced 
with iord or fabric, or it may he f onmed 
of leatker or any otker material. j-^e 
saddle top is of tke usual shape and ib 
fisad to a metal frame ky means of rivets. 
45 Tikis metal frame comprises a strip ol 
metal wkick' is curved throughout its 
lengifflu to lie against tke inside face of a 
fcidiug flange- «t; tke hack of 4e 
saddle. • A metal strip arranged centaul 
60 and longitudinally of like saddle is fixed 
at tke front end to the centre of the nose 
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of the saddle by means of a rivet, and, 
tke rear end of this strip may he fixed to. 
ike curved strip by forming a rectangular 
opening in the centre of fie curvedsferip, 
iito wuick is fitted a reduced portionot 
tke longitudinal frame strip, and the two 
parte are rigidly secured together sock 
as ky riveting over the reduced end of the 
longitudinal frame strip or by welding 
tke two parts together. The said longatu- 
dinfelly arranged strip is skaped to 
permit the top of the saddle to be 
denffcted ky tke weight of the rider 
thereon without any baholrty of contact- 
ing tke strip. The forward end of ^the- 
efaap is bent downwardly to lie kehrud. 
the thickened nose portion of the saddle 

*°A supporting pillar for the saddle is 
fboed to tke central lougitadinaUy 
arranged frame member at a point inter- 
mediate tke ends thereof . . Suck support- 
ing pillar conveniently comprises a 
leng+k of round-section metal har wkicn 
is welded or otherwise rigidly fixed to tke 
frame witk tke axis of tke rod at ngh-t" 
ang les or other suitable angle to tbe 
surface of the longitudinal frame strip. 
This pillar is adapted to engage a socket 
in. the frame of the cycle and the saddle 
can then be secured in the desirea 
position ky means of tke usual clamping 
bolt. In lieu of the supporting pillar 
teuhg welded to tke frame member, it 
may he provided witk a reduced screw 
threaded stem portion whack passes 
thxougk a kole in tke frame member ; and 
is secured ky a nut screwed on tke pillar. 
Tke pillar may he formed ky a length, of 
metal taking suitahly secured to tne 
frame of tke saddle. . • . , 

By the present invention, the construc- 
tion of tke saddle is considerably snnpli- 
fied and cheapened without detrimentally 
affecting tke rigidity of tke saddle or its
